It was recommended that 
13 cents be allowed as the new com- 
press figure, a total of 55 cents for 
the minimum rate that the carriers 
might put.into effect. They are only 
3 cents over that, at 58.

Tcxarkana Ratc 


In Tcxarkana, being a Texas point 


with available continuous trackage all 
in one .state to the Gulf ports, jurisdic- 
tion was entirely In the hands of the 
Texas Railroad Commission, so that 
city obtained a reduction from 81 
cents to 51. Deducting from the old 
ratc 18 cents for compression, left 63 
cent: as the net rail rate, 65 per cent 
of which is 40 cents. But the Texas 
Railroad 
Commission recommended 


that only 11 cents be allowed for com- 
press charges, making the new min- 
imum rate level 51 cents.

State Ranks High 
In Airport Numbers 


Thirteen Municipal Air- 


ports Completed in Ark- 


ansas in Past Year 


WASHINGTON. - (/P) — Arkansas 


ranks high among the states in the 
number of airports, the Aeronautics 
Branch of the Department of Com- 
merce reports in the national survey 
for last year. 


Thirteen municipal airports |.ave 


been completed in Arkansas and of- 
ficially listed prior to this year. This 
places the state among the upper 
third. 


Five commercial airports, establish- 


ed and maintained by private or com- 
mercial interests, are listed for the 
state. 
Four 
intermediate landing 


fields and six auxiliary landing fields 
are listed to bring the total to 28. 


California was first with 175 air- 


ports and fields. Texas was second 
with 141 and Pennsylvania was third 
with 105. The largest increase during 
the past year was in commercial ports. 


The report revealed that Alaska, al- 


though having only five municipal 
and two commercial airports, posses- 
ses the greatest number of auxiliary 
landing fields with a total of 62. 


Improvement and 
construction of 


airports and landing fields through- 
out the nation showed a large increase 
over the preceding year with 311 more 
ports und fields listed January 1, 1D32 
than on the corresponding date in 
1931. 
The total the first of this year 


was 2,093 for all 
classes, 
including 


municipal, commercial, intermediate, 
auxiliary, army and navy.

HOT SPRINGS.-The body of an 


unidentified woman, aged about 30, 
with the head crushed, was found in 
the Combs addition, two miles south- 
cast of Hot Springs, Tuesday after- 
noon. She apparently had been dead 
about 48 hours, officers said. The wo- 
man weighed 135 pounds, had dark 
brown hair and blue eyes. 
. . 


That the victim either was aresi- 


dent of the rura section or of very 
moderate means was indicated by her 
appare/ She wore a dark hue push 
coat, the pockets of which were torn 
bady, the coat being trimmed with 
Ian imitation fur collar. She wore a 
dark blue georgette dress, black cot- 
ton stockings over cotton undergar- 
ments, and walking shoes. 


The body was discovered by Jack 


Austin, aged about 25, who lives on 
the Pleasant Valley road. The spot 
where the body was found is wltjiin 
a shc,ri,dlstance of that road.. That a 
severe 'struggle- ensued before the'wtt- 
man was killed was indicated by the 
ground of a little knoll where the .wo- 
man and her assailant fought. Wfthin 
a short* distance of that spot a 10- 
pound stone, stained with blood, was 
discovered. Officers said that it had 
been used to cr'ush the woman's head. 
A man's cigarette case, 
an 
empty 


whisky bottle and a, small cloth bag 
containing wearing afparel for an in- 
fant also were found near the scene. 


Investigation also showed that the 


dying woman had shoved the heels of 
her shoes into' the ground and push- 
ed herself down into a thicket. 


Bloodhounds owned by Deputy Shcr-< 


iff Sol Godwin were taken to the scepe 
and picked up a scent, officers said. 
It led them northwest and to the top 
of West Mountain, near Bull's bayou. 


Officers said they talked with. Mr. 


and Mrs. Murray Crane, who live in 
the Combs addition, and they said that 
Sunday night they were passing near 
the place where the woman's body 
was found and headd moans. 
They 


stopped, listened for a few minutes 
and then went on. The Cranes said 
the sound seemed like that of a baby 
crying, but believing it impossible for 
a baby to be in the tihcket, they did 
not investigate.

The notes explained that Day had 


"stood all I can stand of this," and 
intimated that he was worried over 
financial matters. The son was di- 
rected to "get the furniture" from a 
house at Wichita Falls, Texas, where 
the salesman had considerable prop- 
erty. 


It was found that Day had been 


married to another woman in Okla- 
homa City, but she refused to be in- 
terviewed early Tuesday night. Mrs. 
Seyfourth would not comment on in- 
fromation from Wewoka authorities 
that Day and the Oklahoma City wo- 
man recently 
were divorced and 


steadfastly maintained that the woman 
shot at Wewoka was not her father's 
wife.

Coast Guard Detail Also 


Arrives to Aid Rescue 


of Marooned 


GLENDORA, Miss.—(^—Answering 


the distress call of 45,000 or more flood 
sufferers in the Tallahatchie valley 
flood, the Red--Cr.oss..and the Coast 
^Gut«rTraeScay nigTitv took complete 
charge of the rescue and relief. 


Robert E. Bondy, of Washington, D. 


C., director of disaster relief of the 
Red Cross, arrived in the flood area 
Tuesday and laid plans in a confer- 
ence at Sumner for adequate organ- 
ized relief in care of 12 trained' dis- 
aster relief workers. 


Victims of levee crashes in the six 


counties of the delta where the 200 
mile flood stretches will be removed 
to safety, by a fleet of Coast Guard 
craft in charge of crews under com- 
mand of S. B. Johnson, commander 
of the Great Lakes Coast Guard dis- 
trict. 


New crevasses and weakening of 


dykes were reported 
at both 
the 


southern and- northern tiers of the 
flood walls, while on the east side of 
the Tallahatchie river in Tippo basin 
of Tallahatchie county the levees have 
been abandoned after break in the 
system. 


A big canvasse appeared in the Cold 


Water river levee in Quitman coun- 
ty, sending a flood through Quitman 
county into Tallahatchie county's in- 
undation west of the 
Tallahatchie 


river. 


Down in Humphreys county in the 


Belonzi area attempts were made 
throughout the day to. close a 60-foot 
gap in the Yazoo dykes, which was 
flooding a wide new area. 


More towns are being flooded as 


the waters push down through the 
Yazoo valley toward the Mississippi. 
It is feared that the Mississippi river 
soon will be rising to the point where 
its back waters connect with the Ya- 
zoo overflow and hold up the flood's 
outlet. 


Greenwood, in Leflore county, just 


south of here, is surrounded and Itta 
Bcna, eight miles from Greenwood, is 
almost cut off with its first flood in 
history. 


The Yazoo river at Greenwood is 


stationary at 40.1 feet. Fashionable 
North Greenwood is under water and 
vast damage has been done to exclus- 
ive residences of the section. 


The flood workers were badly burn- 


ed Tuesday in an explosion of gas in 
a residence in 
West Monroe, La., 


where the Ouachita river has routed 
many hundreds of residents. 
They 


were moving goods out of a flooded 
house at the time of the blast. 


The Ouachita river appeared sta- 


tionery at Monroe registering 47 feet, 
or seven feet above flood stage. 


Alexandria, in central Louisiana on 


the Red river, is promised between 40 
and 41 feet of water about January 31. 
The Red there registered 38.5 feet 
with flood stage of 38 feet. About a 
score of suburban families have had to 
leave their homes.

A Department In Which The tailor of The 


Playi Hit Own Piano 
Star 


I saw the newspaper play, "Five Star 


Final," at the Saenger Tuesday night. 


1 had looked forward to it because 


the author Is Louis Wettzenkofn, from 
my home town. It's the story of a 
scandaUmongering tabloid paper in 
New York. The editor is disgusted 
with Its hypocritical and venal own- 
er, but stays with him until retribu- 
tion overwhelms both and brands them 
as murderers. 


It is no secret I am revealing when 


I say that some of the recent portray- 
als of newspaper life on the motion 
picture screen have riled up news- 
paper folk. They resented—or said 
they did—pictures like "The Front 
Page" and "Sob Sister." And I sup- 
pose some of them will high-hat Louie 
Wcitzenkorn's piece simply because It 
treats of their sacred profession. 


I don't look at it that way. The 


press in Its day has thrown tomatoes 
and carrots at the stage and screen. It 
has "played up" the sensational side 
)f theatrical life. It has romped on 
awyers, doctors, and clergymen, each 
n their turn—and when somebody 
gets back at us, I think it's a fair shot; 
and that's all there is to it. 


I am suspicious of thin-skinned peo- 


ble, egocentries who imagine every 
flying stone was particularly heaved 
at them. This world is a give-and- 
take proposltlon-and a dog only Hot. 
lers when he's hit. 


I know exactly why Louis Weltzen- 


korn wrote "Five Star Final." He was 
literary editor of the old New York 
World. I talked with him the winter 
of 1921-22. The tabloids were just 
then creeping into existence. The Chi- 
cago Tribune people had launched 
their New York venture, the tabloid 
Dally News, about 1919 
and it was 


eating up circulation alive, taking it 
away from the more respectable, 
standard-sized papers. 


A tabloid paper emphasizes pictures. 


Reading matter is cut to nihl, except 
on the "lead" story—usually a gory 
murder or a flaming scandal. I sup- 
pose that in 13 years the New York 
News, having achieved the largest cir- 
culation in America, feels sufficiently 
secure to "tone down" a bit—but now 
W. R. Hearst and Bernarr McFadden 
also have New York tabloids. 


Looking out of his high window in 


the old World building, Mr. Weit/en- 
korn saw a scramble for circulation, 
advertising, and wealth, in which the

gone Bolshevik, So he „.„ 
writing a play, and it w*g * 
eat. , They put the ptey in't 
—and here It is. 


What 1 found in "five Star final" 
that didn't appear in other newspa- 
per films, was the constant hatred that 
the scandal-sheet editor professed lot 
his job, and his perpetual threat to go 
join "some decent paper." 
'It is essentially a story of ffietropol* 
Itan journalism. You must remember 
that 900 American cities have but etoe 
newspaper apiece. Bui in the «rt»t 
cities there may be a down. In the 
struggle with each other they may 
compete harder for circulation th«n 
for true news and editorial service. 
This is Weitzenkorn's theme. He is 
damning newspaper men Who, like 
some doctors and some lawyers, work 
for a fee rather than the true practice 
of their profession. 


Weitzenkorn's "tab" editor, for in- 


stance, dug up a 20-year-old murder 
story and involved the woman's in- 
nocent 
grown daughter, solely to 


serve his lurid pages. 


Reputable newspapers'sometimes ex. 


pose the private lives of men seeking 
office or public trust—but such an fex- 
pose U dictated by the interests of the 
public, an honest government and a1 
sound administration.

MADRID.-OIP)—Rioting, burning and 


labor troubles in dozens of places 
throughout Spain during the past 24 
hours were" followed1 Tuesday by 
threats of a general strike next Mon- 
day.In. several sections of the country 
city workers moved out upon the land 
and began to till It, the owners, in 
most cases, offering no protest. The 
workers declared they were ploughing 
only enough to provide themselves 
with food. 


The general strike reports, which 


could not be confirmed, said com- 
munists and syndicates were organ- 
ized for a concerted revolutionary at- 
tempt to implant "literal communism" 
in Spain.
